THE PEOPLE'S LAW. 

Article XII of Missouri's Constitution relat- 
ing to corporations and railroads is a dead 
letter in every one of its twenty-four sections 
which the railroads do not want enforced. 
The twelfth section, declaring that railroads 
shall not be permitted to charge more for a 
less distance than for a greater distance, is par- 
ticularly dead. That and the section forbid- 
ding the consolidation or joint control of 
parallel lines have been violated every day of 
the ten years since the Constitution was 
adopted. 

Dead as a door nail are all the sections which 
forbid discriminations, rebates, drawbacks; 
which forbid presidents, directors, officers, 
agents or employes of any railroad company to 
be interested, directly or indirectly, in furnish- 
ing material or supplies to such company or in 
the business of transportation over the lines of 
said company. Deader still, if possible, 
are all the sections which declare the accept- 
ance of a free pass the forfeiture of a State 
or county office, or which dény the benefits of 
all future legislation tothe railroads that do 
not fully accept and obey all these provisions 
relating to railroads. 

But nothing was ever buried deeper than the 
sections commanding the Legislature to enforce 
all these provisions with regulating statutes 
and adequate penalties.” The police power 
has been laid away in lavender, so far as these 
matters are concerned, although one of the sec- 
tions referred to particularly insists that the 
exercise of that power shall never be so 
abridged as to permit corporations to conduct 
their business in such a manner as to infringe 
the equal rights of individuals or the general 
well-being of the State.” 

What pretence has the Legislature made 
of obeying these mandates and enforcing 
these provisions? It has simply re-en- 
acted them as _ statutory c ommandments 
without any adequate remedies for their 
enforcement or any adequate penalties for 
their violation; and it has ordained that the 
people shall pay $15,000 a year for a Railroad 
Commission which is the powerless butt of the 
railroad managers. The salaried attorneys of 
these corporations are placed at the head of 
Democratic committees; they run the caucuses 
aud conventions of the dominant party unsus- 
pected by most of its voting cattle,” and the 
roads they represent are cutting the throats of 
Missouri enterprises by discriminating against 
them. The languishing commerce and manu- 
factures of this city are now suffering from 
illegal inficitions of which they dare not even 
publicly complain, lest worse be imposed 
upon them. It has come to such a pass 
that corporations, which respect no law 
but the edicts of Wall street money kings can 
trample the provisions of our State Constitu- 
tion in the dust, not only with impunity, but 
apparently with the connivance and approval 
of our legislators and State officers, who take 
no steps to protect our people or to enforce 
respect for the rights guaranteed to them by 
the organic law of the State. The outcome of 
a similar state of things in Pennsylvania is 
thus set forth by the Philadelphia Record: 


Within the last ten years the most valuable 
mineral deposit in the country has been absorbed 
by six companies; our oil flelds have been placed 
in the hands of the Standard Oil Company; our 
coke business bas gone under the control of a syn- 
dicate; our iron business been turned over 
mainly to a few companies which have been built 
up by railroad favoritism and discrimination; our 
agricultural production has been repressed, and 
our grain export business has been delivered to two 
or three favored shippers. Towering above all 
these monopolies rises the trunk-line pool, a com- 
bination representing over a thousand million dol- 
lars of capital, and regulating all the trade between 
the seaboard and the West, subject only to the 
competition of the free waterways. The State of 
Pennsylvania is to-day in the clutch of twelve pools 
that cripple its productive capacity in the three 
items of coal, grain and oil to the extent of over 
sixty million dollars a ear. They at- 
tempt to regulate the currents and channels of 
trade, and to say where articles shall be produced, 
how shipped and where sold. They place the peo- 
ple of Philadelphia at the mercy of two gas coal 
companies, the Penn and Westmoreland; they treat 
the coal consumers of the State with similar injus- 
tice. They limit competition beyond the bounds 
of reasonable protection. They restrict production 
and maintain prices. They divert and suspend 
shipments at will. They exalt themselves above 
the highest legislative power in the nation, and 
regulate commerce, They operate in restraint of 
trade by interfering with the interests of the 
public. 

Yet a State Convention of one of the great 
parties of Pennsylvania but a few days ago 
voted down a resolution in favor of enforcing 
the State Constitution, and it then proceeded 
to nominate for State Treasurer one of the most 
brazen of the political hacks of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad monopoly. Missouri is passing 
under a similar yoke, and if her people do not 
want it fastened on their necks with bolts of 
iron and rivets of steel, they should make the 
enforcement of their Constitution the one over- 
shadowing issue in the election of their next 
Legislature.

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


The Pall Mall Gazette scandal turns out to be 
something more than “a nine days wonder;" for the 
nine days have elapsed without any special dim- 
inution of the wonder. Indeed, it seems to grow 
abroad as well as at home; and 
far the first time in the long 


history of foul odors, London has produced a smell | 


which compels all the world to hold its nose. 
Meanwhile, as if to increase the eclat of the nause- 
ous norelty, such “a commission of inquiry” has 
volunteered for the disagreeable service of investiga- 
tion as never before was seon or heard of in the 
midst of such unfragrant surroundings. Think of 
an Archbishop of Canterbury, 4 Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of Westminster, a Bishop of London, and & 
member of Parliament, jointly and severally en- 
gaged in probing an ineffable nastiness to ascertain 
whether it is better or worse than sample! From 
present indications it will be worse; certainly 
no better. Meanwhile, Parliament has 
wisely abandoned the proposed pro- 
ceedings against the publishers, all the 
preachers and philanthropists in the three king- 
doms are rushing to their support with letters of 
indorsement and encourageinent, and the Gazette 
is making more money and fame than is likely to 
be obtained by the revised version of the Old Tes- 
tament. To slightly amend a familiar missionary 
bymn: 
Blow, blow ye spicy breezes, 
Blow soft o’er Britain's isle— 
Where every prospect pleases, 
And only man is vile. 


And if there is a finer fieid for vigorous and per- 
sistent missionary labor than London, will some 
brother please rise and indicate the locality, 
Where, O, where, are Moody and Sankey? Not long 
ago they prociaimed the piety of London, as com- 
pared with the iniquity of the great American 
cities. They should hasten back to the British 
metropolis, and resume active warfare against 
Satan—who has evidently availed himself of their 
absence to make a dangerous and diabolical flank 
movement. 

Parliamentary politics have been terribly dull 
until a day ortwo ago, when a telegram to the 
Times announced another Russian advance in 
Afghanistan, which, though not yet fully confirmed, 
has stirred up the Jingoes” to fighting pitch, and 
converted a good many who are not Jingoes to the 
same way of thinking. The Tories are not to be 
fooled with in this matter as were the Liberals, and 
the Czar will find that it is one thing to bamboozle 
Gladstone and quite another to humbug Salis- 
bury. Russia will have to call a halt 
or call out her soldier boys, for popular sentiment 
in England is such that nao % nonsense will be 
allowed, let prevention cot what it may. And Rus- 
sia is likely to stop when she finds the lion in her 
path and ready to try conclusions with the bear. 
Just now the Angio-Russian treaty—cooking for so 
many weeks—is so much waste paper. 

Gen. Lord Wolseley has arrived home, somewhat 
in the predicament of 

“The hero home from the wars, 
With his back all covered with scars." 

He insists that an autuma campaign in the Sou- 
dan, to smash the Mahdi,“ is the only sure cure 
for the growing rebellion; the only thing that can 
possibly prevent the rebels from invading and 
cenquering Egypt, hoisting the banner of the 
Prophet upon the pyramids, hanging the Khedive 
and his ministers upon sour apple trees, and chas- 
ing the last European into the sea. Thus far 
Wolseley has received small encouragement from 
the Government, and is not liable te lead an army 
to Khartoum until he has much less hair on his 
bead than he has now. England has had enough 
of the Soudan soup for the present, and does not 
propese th burn her tongue with that red-hot ‘dish 
any more. Wolseley will be “hung up to dry,” un- 
less there should be war with Russia, when he may 
be permitted to learn the difference between fight- 
ing Russia and fighting Egyptians. We are glad to 
be able to announce, on the usual reliable author- 
ity, that EI Mahdi is dead again.

| rhe Type of a Process of Evolution Which 
or is Strictiv Orthedox. 

The Rev. Dr. Weakly a mendicant? Surely not; 
there must be some mistake about that. He was 
one of the best of mea, genial and affable, a fine 
preacher, a good man, and highly esteemed by ev- 
. ery one who knew him. His funeral was one of 
the largest that was ever seen in St. Louis. Bishop 
Portly preached the sermon, while the services 
were conducted by the Rev. Dr. Deepthinker and 
the Rey. Dr. Meauwell. The list of pallbearers 
contained the names of only two men without D. D. 
attached to them, and they were millionaires," The 
casket and the altar were masses of floral offer- 
ings in beautiful designs, and the cortege was 
nearly a mile in length. The bright.sun light of the 
October afternoon flashed on nodding plumes, glit- 
tered on gilded harness, shone on burnished wood, 
and shimmered among rustling silks. 

Yet, it only glorified the apotheosis of the mendi- 
cant. 

The Bishop in his sermon* spoke of the man's 
character as a minister and as a Christian worker. 
He was a good man, an able expounder of the 
Word, charitable, humble in spirit, an exemplary 
pastor, thought no evil, was companionable and 
lovable. He said nothing distinctly as to his manly 
character. 

It was the canonization of the beggar. 

That red-eyed woman in the widow's weeds — 
the truest mourner of them ajill—whose riv- 
en heartstrings were quivering with agony 
at the rude grasp of Death. and whose delicate 
frame shuddered as if pierced by cold steel at every 
thump of the clods, had an unadmitted conscious- 
ness of the fact deep in her breast. But he was ber 
all. He was the foundation on which Her hopes» 
were builded; the oak, no matter how gnarled, | 
twisted or rotten at the core, to which the tendrils 
of her affections clung. Even when clerical vest- 
ments had been laid off; when the dignity of his 
office had been thrown aside, and all the fictitious 
strength of pretension and position had been with- 
drawn, and the creature stood swaying in his own 
weakness, and clothed only in the shreds of his own 
neglected manhood, the mists of woman's love 
were too thick to reveal him in his true character. 

The same consciousness was there also in others, 
whe recognized that everything was not as it 
should have been, but only vaguely, not clearly. 
Circumstances, traditions and accustomed ways of 
thinking blind the best of us. Such thoughts were 
cast aside as ungenerous. He was a good man, of 
course, was the charitable conclusion. He was 
humble, certainly, and not proud, as became a 
minister of the gospel. He was not a poor preacher 
in the common acceptation of the word. He be- 
longed to a different class. Was he not pastor of 
one of the largest and richest congregations in the 
city? Was he not regarded as one of the leaders 
of his denomination? Did he not draw a geod sal- 
ary—some $£,000 a year or so? Could he not 
preach an excellent sermon on occasion? He was, 
he did and he could as to each and all of these 
particulars. How abou* the statement, then, that 
the Rev. Dr. Weakly was a mendicant? 

Let us take an inventory of his earthly posses- 
sions, He had not a ceut of insurance on his life, 
Oh no, that would be taking thought of the future, 
and he lived, died, and left his family in the faith 
that the Lord would provide for hisown. In some 
way, Heaven knows how. his widow and such of his 
children who were helpless would be taken care of. 
This meant that his late congregation or some 
charitable organization would not allow them to 
suffer for food and clothes. The casket in which 
his remains were enclosed was furnished, and in 
fact all of his funeral expenses were borne, by the 
congrezation. The shirt on his stiffened back was 


made for him, with some eleven others, br the 


Ladies’ Sewing Society. The suit of broadcloth 
which covered him was a present given him on the 
last anniversary of his pastorate. His under- 
clothing and sboes he had bought himself. 

Step around to his house, a handsomely furnished, 

miiortable residence. It was furnished when he 
entered it, and was his free of cost as long as he 
occupied it. The carpets on which he walked were 
gifts, the chairs on which he sat were gifts, the 
slippers which encased his feet were gifts, the 
books he read were gifts, the pictures on which 
he gazed were gifts. The neat carriage in his sta- 
ble and the horse that drew it were gifts. The pro- 
visions the horse ate were gifts. The man had 
lived in an atmosphere of gifts. He absorbed the 
pauper spirit with the air he breathed and the food 
he ate. This gift-encrusted human being was not 
the product of a day, ora week, ora year. It re- 
quired many years to make of him what be was— 
to render him a member of the highest 
order in the evolution of pauperism. 
In his early youth he was set aside for the minis- 
try. From that day he was a marked individual. 
He was given a richly-bound Bible. His tuition at 
school was free. He was given an allowance from 
the fund for the education of young men for the 
ministry when he went to college, his father not 


being over-weaithy. He was given a scholarship’ 


in addition. One or two benevolent persons, who 
had heard what a promising young man he was, 
quietly placed a neat sum of money to his credit 
annually. He was boosted in every step of his 
career. To be sure, one summer he spent a couple 
of months of rare enjoyment as a lion among the 
ladies of Asbury Park, but that was on money 
which his father had given him, and which he 
could use as he pleased, he thought. 

He stood well in college. He was a young man 
of excellent ability, but somehow he did not stand 
among bis fellows as high as he should bave stodd. 
He did not command the respect he should have 
commanded. He was conscious in their presence 
at times of that lack of independence which ena- 
bles a man to look the world square in the eyes. It 
was not because he was poor, for there were other 
young men poorer than he, studying for the bar, 
the medical profession and the ministry, earning 
their tuition and their living by bard extra work, 
and they did not suffer in any one's estimation. He 
was looked upon by some as _ singularly 
fortunate. He seemed to command assistance from 
every direction. Having once started on the road 
bis pathway was strewn with the flowers of help. 
They were lotos blossoms, whose sweet fragrance 
lured him on to sleep and forgetfulness of self - 
respect. They were deadly upas trees, whose deep 
and pleasant shade was rank with the poison of 
pauperism. , 

His life bad its compensation, though. In the 
company of those who looked upto him and re- 
garded him as sacrificing himself for the cause of 
the Master his pride was high; he assumed the air 
of a teacher and a leader and drew strong draughts 
of exhiliarating inspiration. He mentally patted 
himself on the head and felt that he was doing 
God's service and a favor to the givers by receiving 
aid and by being dependent. In the opposite 
mood the sense of humiliation sometimes became so 
strong that his manhood rebelied and fine regolu- 
tions for future effort grew big in his breast.

Was this charity or was it 
honest wages? It dependson the standpoint. In 
the minds of the givers there was no doubt that 
due credit was given for it on the great account 
book. It never occurred to them for a moment 
that the amount of the gifts could be added with 
advantage to the meagre salary. 80 the shabbi- 
ness periodically recurred and the begging and 
giving went on until the recipients, from reluctant 
acceptance, passed to a state of easy expecta- 
tion. The children came in for the 
same share of attention. The sensation 
of paying a doctor’s bill so common to mankind in 
general was never felt by Mr. Weakly. The world 


1 owed him what his salary failed to procure. 


This evolution, however, was not accomplished 
without hardship. There was many a heartache 
between the man of independence, of high purpose 
and vigorous resolution and the satisfied dependent 
on the bounty of others. But it was accomplished. 
The distinction between charity and earnings be- 
came indefinable and the occasional became the 
habitual. 

So when he was called from a small church to a 
large one, and from a slender salary tothe munifi- 
cent one his nature was so warped and twisted by 
practice that it easily adjusted itself to the larger 
soale. His boys were well educated, dressed well 
and enjoyed themselves, confident that if the head 
of the family should fall into the ditch there would 
be willing hands to lift him out. In fact be had 
been lifted out of ditches so oftenthat when he was 
in the neighborhood of one his legs became un- 
steady and wabbied perceptibly.

It was not so much his fault as the fault of those 
who had made him what he was. Helpiog the 
poor and sustaining those who are struggling for a 
good cause is a very different thing from forcing an 
honest laborer into the position of a dependent 
object of favor.

Sam Clubb Finds Himself Unable to 
Bulldose the Railroads.

The Poor Shipper, However,! Must 
Suffer for Awhile—Discriminating

Opera Bouffe and Comic Opera. 
From the Dramatic News. 

A correspondent, with landable desire for informa- 
tion, asks us to explain the difference between opera 
bouffe and comic opera. The difference is about 
the same as the differenee between burlesque and 
farce and legitimate comedy. The chief distinction 
is, perhaps, im the story of the two different kinds 
of opera. The opera bouffe deais with actions and 
incidents that are always eccentric, improbable 


and often impossible. The best types of opera 
bouffe are those produced by the modern French 
school, inoluding Offenbach, Lecocq, Vas- 
seur, Varney and others. Most of Offenbach’s 
operas— Belle Helene, Perichole,“ “Orpheus,” 
“Grande Duchesse, etc., are genuine opera bouffe; 
so are La Fille de Mme. Angot,” “Girofle Girofia,” 
“Le Petit Duc,” Wes Mosquetaires au Convent,” 
and scores of others. A connecting link between 
opera bouffe and legitimate comic opera is found 
in the works of the Vienna school, Strauss, Mil- 
locker, Genee, ete. Infinitely superior from a 
musical point of view, the steries of their operas 
present extravagant, sometimes improbable, but 
never impossible situations. We need only name a 
few: “Merry War,” “Queen’s Lace Handkerchief,” 
“Beggar Student,” Black Hussar,” *‘Nanon,” and 
others. which have delighted New York during the 
last four or five years. Gilbert & Sullivan's 
operas occupy a piace of their own, and might best 
classed aS musical extravagaozas. ‘luey are 
certainly net. opera bouffe or comic opera.

By the Irish will, Mrs. Barbour 
was to have received an annuity of $5,000, and one- 
third of the estate, According to the American 
will, Mrs. Barbour wasto have recerved $5,000 a 
year. Mrs. Barbeur and son claim that the Irish 
will was not the inte ution of ber husband. Mra. 
Barbour now refuses to become a beneficiary under 
this will. By this action she practically rejects a 
quarter of a million of dollars, because she does 
not think that her husband in his sane moments de- 
sired her to have this money. She thinks that he 
wanted their son William to have it. Mrs. Bar- 
bour has just arrived ia Paterson from Ireland, 
and her sen William will arrive on M Mrs.

any of the money under the Irish will, and trans- 
ferring it all to ber son William, Mrs. Barbour 
will only take the annuity of $5,000 lefs 
her by the American will, which she regards qs the 
real will of her husband. There isa great contrast 
between the action of Mrs. Barbour another 
person in the case, Digby Johns, whois called by 
the Dublin journals the arch conspirator of the 
Barbour will case. According to the testimony in 
Dublin courts he was acquainted with Mr, Barbour 
and saw that the latter was approaching his end. 
Johns learned that there was an American will and 
its purport. It was then shown that he set about 
to induce Mr. Barbour to make another will.

A tentleman who has been an enthusiastic ad- 
mairer of base-ball almost since its inception ex- 
presses strong fears in the Philadelphia Call in ro- 
gard to its future popularity and gives some very 


good reasons for his conclusions. He says: 

Iam sorry to say that the base-bal! puree are 
beginning to behave sg like they did some ten 
years ago. when their actions almost killed the 
game, and it was only through the radical measures 
taken at that time that the sport was preserved. 

If you remember the game had been growing then 
and was the one thing talked of allover the land. 
Players were receiving the most extravagant sala- 
ries, and so brisk was the competition for a good 

layer that no sooner had one season commenced 

an club managers begam bidding against each 
other for the favorite ones’ services, for the 
next year. This had its natural result. The 
men began to think that they were the salt of the 
earth and could do just as they pleased. 
Discipline soon gave way, andthe players suited 
themselves in their behavior. Notwithstanding the 
enormous salaries paid them they did not remain 
honest, and sold themselves to any, gambler who 
would buy. It began to be a matter of common 
talk that the games would go just the way certain 
men bet their money. The natural co ences 
followed, the game fell into disrepute, à d but 
very few people wereto be found who cared to 
witness the matches.

This ts precisely the present state of affairs. The 
impression is once more beginning to prevail among 
players that they are of more importance than the 
game, and a release has no terrors for them, as the 
gentleman states, as they know other clubs stand 
ready to engage them as soon as eligible. They do 
not even propose to aliow new players to come into 
the business, and when an amateur esters 
the professional ranks it is the exception for him to 
receive the same treatment at the hands of his 
colleagues as an old-timer would. Indeed, the

The L. A. W.“ s New Amateur Rule. 

At the Buffalo meeting ef the board of officers of 
the League of American Wheelmen the definition 
of an amateur was unanimously adopted: 

An amateur is one who has never engaged in, nor 
assisted in, nor tayght cycling or any recognized 
athletic exercises for money or other remuneration, 
nor knowingly competed wh or again#t a pro- 
fessional for a prize of any description.’ To pre- 
vent misunderstanding in interpreting the above, 
the League draws attention, to the following ex- 


planation: “A cyclist forfeits his right to compete 
as an amateur, and thereby becomes a professional 
by (a) engaging in cycling or any other recognized 
athletic exercise, or rsonally teach- 
ing, training or coaching any other 
on therein, either aa a means for obtainipg a 
ivelihood or for a stated bet, money, prize or for 
ate money. (b) Competing with or pace-making 
or or having the pace made by a professional iu 
public or for a prize. (o) Selling, realizing upon, 
or otherwise turning into cash any prize won by 
him. (d) Tais rule does not apply to the teaching 
of the elements of bicycling solely for the purpose 
of effecting the sale of a bicycle. The League 
recogn'zes ag athletic exercises ai! those sports un- 
der tne jurisdiction of tue Nationa! Association of 
Amateur Athletes of America, viz: Runniug, walk- 
ing, jumping, pole leaping, putting the shot, throw- 
ing the bammer, throwing of weigats, tug-of-war, 
and also rowing, boxing, sparring, lacrosse, polo, 

roller and ice skating. 
Tae rule is an improvement on the old one, and 
the same as that recently adopted 


relation to the riding under a false name. It was 
theugat by the board tuat this offense was not of 
sufficient magnitude to merit such a grave punish- 
ment as to make the wrong-doer a professional, 
and thus debar him from ever again participating 
in amateur events. In place of this extreme pen- 
alty, it ig proposed to bar the competitor from the 
track for such a leugtùh of time as may seem fitting 
to the racing committee.

Report on the Condition of the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life Association. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yors, July 18.—The report to President E. 
B. Harper by John A. McCall, jr., Insurance Super- 
intendent of New York, after an exhaustive ex- 
amination of the Mutual Reserve Fund Life As- 
ciation, just made public, presents a very favorable 
exhibit. The assets are shown to be over $1,000,- 
000, with a surplus of $526.50392. Commissioner 
McCall’s report shows that the setting apart of 25 
per cent to the reserve fund “has 
been faithfully complied with,” and 
that this reserve fund is $426,950 97; 


that the association is legally incorporated, that all 
its contracts are valid, and that the agreements 
with its officers provide for, and their compensation 
is paid solely out of annual dues. Supt. McCall 
reports the association exercises a strict super- 
vision over the payments of its death ma, a 
has always paid its approved death claims in full, 
and that of nearly two millions dollars received by 
the association, not a dollar has been div from 
its lawful purpose. The report of the 
special medical examiner, Dr. John J. White 
of New York, appointed by the superintendent, 
says, thatthe medical department has gradually 
developed a system of medical examinations and 
review jwhich is at east equal te any in use by any 
other lite insurance company or asscciation, and in 
conclusion says, that well deserved credit is due to 
the association for the present perfected system 
which its medical bureau has attained. Superin- 
tendent McCall states that every facility was 
afforded by the officers of the association to assist 
the examiners in making an exhaustive 

tion. The report, in brief, shows that 
the affairs of the Mutual Reserve 
Fund Association have been efficiently 
administered and honestly conducted; that all its 
just claims have been promptly paid in full, aud 
that iu the internal administration of affairs great 
care is exercised in all the departments of the Asso- 
ciation, At the regular quarterly meeting of the 
directors of the Mutual Reserve Fund Association, 
just held, the Executive Committee reported, that 
during the last quarter, ending June 80, 3,870 mem 
bers were received, covering insurance to 
the amount of $14,826,500, making a grand 
total of insurance written since the date of 
organization, $140,621,500, which is an unprecedented 
success. Its new business for the first six months 
of 1885 exceeds that for the same period of 1884, by 
more than $13,000,000, all ot which has been fur- 
nished to the members at one-third the usual cost. 
The last bi-monthly call, which included every 
claim that could possibly approved, has already 
produced upward of $300,000, and the death claims 
paid by the Association within the past three 
months approximates one-quarter of a million dol-
